* changd the Comptroller of your Treafury, and One 
“ your Secretaries. Does not this put your whole 
* Kingdom in a ftrange Ferment ? Can you carry on 
* the War any longer? Don’t your Mint-Bil/s fall be- 
“low Par? Don’t the Hoftel de Ville humbly remon- 
* ftrate againft this in a Modeft Addrefs? Does not 
“ Vendofme refufe to ferve any longer ? Is not Villars 
* mortified ? Perhaps your Bankers are sot fo Skilful, 
“or your Minifters not fo Confiderable, as ours are. 
* But we muft tell you, that when one of Our Se. 
“ cretaries went out, Stocks fell One per Cent. and 
‘when our Treafurer of Ireland was difmifs’d, they 
* fell. Five and a Quarter. 

* Waen I wes born (fays Owen Glendour) the Earth 
* did foake. Why fo it would bave done (fays Horfpurr) 
* if your Mother’s CAT HAD KITTEN’D. 

* But we find by your great Refervednefs in thee 
* Affairs, we are likely to have no more Intelligence 
* from you, than you have had from us. Youchufe 
* rather, after the manner of your polite Nation, to 
* be very {paring in Matter, and drefs up your Lecter 
* with Flourith and Compliment. Your great Com- 
* plaifance fers too high a Value upon any Favours 
“you can poffibly have receiv’d from us 3; Wearca 
‘ plain fort of Men, and can’t, with that Grace as 
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* as fome do, take toour felves the Merit.of Services 
* we neither evér did or defign’d you. We mutt be 
* fo frank, as ro declare our felves{o far from defery- 
“ing your Thanks, that we believe you never met 
* with greater Oppofition than when we were in Pow- 
‘er. The Hannover Sacceffion was feuled , and 
“the prefent War againft you was begun by a 
* Tory Parliament ; and the Gentleman then in the 
“ Chair, bas been the Mark of Whiggifb Fury ever 
‘ fince. Nor do we think -you are much oblig’d ro 
* us,for declaring Her Majefty invelted with an Here- 
* ditary Title ; which- excludes all the Hopes you are 
* forming, anfwers your Queftien of Cujus eff? And 
* fpoiis the Project of your New Medal. The Bar- 
‘tle of Malaga, the feizing of your Plate-Fleer, and 
* taking of Gibraltar, were all the Works of Rank 
* Tories. You were not then fo liberal of your Thanks, 
* either to the General or Admiral, in thofe Expediti- 
‘onss And if this Party has not gone on to annoy 
* you as they began, the Reafon is evidegt, moft of 
* them have been out of Commiffion ever fince, And

* They are ufing their urmoft Endeavours to make 
* the General who had fuch Succefs againft France, un- 
© eafie in his Command, and would perfwade him to 
* lay down his Commiffion, merely becaufe they are 
out of Humour. They would have him volunta- 
* rily quit his Employments, becaufe fome of them 
‘are difcarded from theirs. This is one good thing 
* they are meditating for their Country, and we fee 
* by your Letter that you perfectly agree with them 
© upon this Head. Another Mifchief they are forming 
* againft you, is, by raifing of Jealoufies to deftroy 
© the Publick Credit, when chere is the greateft Ne- 
‘ ceffity for a Recourfe to it. “Tis in this Mint that 
© all thofe Lies are coin’d, which pafs current upon 
© this Occafion, to intimidate the well meaning Citi 
«zens, and others, that would be ready to fupply the 
© Wants of the Government. They are for drawing 
© out their Money from the publick Funds, tho” they 
do not know how otherwife to difpofe of it, only to 
* diftrefs the Nation, now they begin to apprehend 
* they can domineerin it no This is what 
* you cou’d expect from them only. For ro tell you 
*the Truth, tho’ we have ail the Land in England, 
* yer thefe Men have moilly bad the turning of the 
* ready Money, and been at the Head of the Funds. 
* All Arts imaginable have been practis’d by Foreign 
* Commiffion, €c. to exclude us, asfar asthey coud, 
* from all Advantages of this kind,and to keep us in the 


€ Dark, as to.the Methods in which they have been’ 


* carried on: By this means they have conceal’d their 
* own Abufes, and taken care, That whenever Hands 
* fhall be chang’d, the Money Affairs fhou’d be found 
* in the utmoft Perplexiry. ) 

*You remember very well what a terrible Blow 
* they gave you notlong ago, by removing the Inha- 
‘bitants of the Palatinate and A/face, trom the De- 
‘fence of their own Country, that you might meet 
* with lefs Refiftance there, and more eafily over-ran 
*‘ depopulated Provinces, ard that Britain might be 
‘ overfpread with Difeafcs and Poverty.

‘ theirs for reducing your Power, and the Security of 
* their own Country ; as the great Preparations made
